SUPERINTEDDENT'S  REPORT, 


The  school  year  of  '91-' 92  has  been  one  of  profit. 

During  the  last  half  of  the  winter  term,  the  schools  had  much 
with  which  to  contend  because  of  sickness,  thus  lowering  the 
average  attendance  to  93. 

Owing  to  sickness  the  school  year  of  twenty-four  weeks  was 
shortened  1 .4  weeks  in  the  So.  Acworth  school. 

Though  our  school  year  was  two  weeks  longer  than  last  year, 
twenty-four  weeks  is  by  no  means  sufficient. 

Vacations  are  longer  than  the  school  terms.  Ft  should  be 
the  reverse. 

The  banner  school  in  attendance  was  the  Union,  ranking  .99 
each  term.  But  for  one  half  day's  absence  on  account  of  sick- 
ness, the  attendance  during  the  summer  would  have    been   100. 

Three  lyceums  were  given  during  the  fall  and  winter  term 
by  the  East,  South  and  Centre  schools  respectively  and  one 
each  by  the  Grout  Hill  and  Union  schools.  In  all  the  schools 
rhetorical  work  received  due  attention. 

Through  the  patriotic  efforts  of  citizens  and  scholars,  the 
'\Stars  and  Stripes"  float  over  three  school  houses,  the  Centre. 
So.  Acworth  and  Grout  Hill. 

The  work  in  the  scliools  as  a  wliole  has  been  marked  by  its 
thoroughness.  Mention  should  be  made  of  the  Grout  Hill 
school  as  standing  among  the  first  in  this  respect. 

If  each  school  is  not  mentioned  separately,  it  is  not  because 
no  good  can  be  said,  Imt  i-ather  that  space  forbids  speaking  of 
the  individual  merits  of  each.

The  teachers  have  aimed  to  make  their  work  such  as  would 
prove  of  practical  value  to  the  pupils.  , 

More  freedom  from  text-book  arrangement  of  topics  on  the 
teacher's  part  has  awakened,  as  it  always  will,  more  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil. 

The  aim  has  been  to  give  the  scholar  a  genuine  love  for  study. 

An  advance  has  been  made  iu  adopting-  improved  methods, 
but  much  more  remains  to  be  done. 

Where  the  teacher  has  been  full  of  the  subjects  taught  and 
in  active  sympathy  with  the  pupils,  good  results  have  followed 
as  a  natural  sequence. 

The  same  teachers  were  retained  for  the  year  in  the  Centre, 
County,  East  Derry  and  Grout  Hill  schools. 

The  Tracy  school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Neal  during  the 
summer,  Miss  Leet  of  Claremont  during-  the  fall  and  winter. 
Miss  Leet  came  to  us  with  a  gooil  record,  which  she  admirably 
sustained. 

Miss  King  of  Marlow  successfully  taught  the  summer  term 
of  the  So.  Acworth  school,  Miss  Brackett  of  St.  Johnsbury, 
Vt.,  taking  her  place  during  the  fall  and  winter.  Miss  Brack- 
ett proved  an  earnest  and  efficient  teacher,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  So.  Village  have  much  for  which  to  congratulate  themselv- 
es iu  the  results  of  the  school  year. 

Of  the  ten  teachers  employed,  six  were  from  our  own  town  ; 
while  Miss  King  and  Miss  Smith  ha\e  taught  so  many  terms  in 
town  that  we  feel  like  classing  them  among  '-Acworth  teachers." 

SCHOLARS. 

159  different  pupils  have  been  I'egistered  during  the  year;  31 
names  are  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  ;  '.)()  pupils  have  no  absent 
marks  for  one  term. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  observe  the  interest  and  ready  com- 
pliance with  the  wishes  of  the  teachers  which  the  scholars  have 
manifested. 

The  high  standing  our  young  people  have  taken,  as  they 
have  entered  higher  schools,  should  encourage  those  who  re- 
main here  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  keep  up  the  standard.
